MCAVOY FAMILY HISTORY 


John McAvoy is the progenitor of the McAvoy families of Bath 
County and of those that later settled in the western counties of 
Virginia, now called West Virginia. 

The circumstances of John McAvoy's coming to America from 
Northern Ireland are reported by Oren F Morton in his History of 
Highland County A more complete ccpy of this family story, and 
perhaps Morton's source, is a hand written version by .T H Burns 
as it was told to him in 1689 by the granddaughter of John McAvoy 
The story remained a family legend and is again reported by U B 
Cut right in his History of Upshur County, an area where McAvoy 
families settled after leaving Bath County (Below is the article 
from History of Highland County} 

Indentured whit* servants were not rare in the Augusta 
colony. The general influence of the system was not good, since 
it led to black slavery and also fostered immorality The female 
servant who became the mother of a bastard was made to serve an 
extra year. Servants often ran away, and if captured, they were 
forced to serve extra time as an offset to the cost of recovery, 
this, being adjudicated by the county court. Wallace Estill made a 
claim of this sort in 1756, specifying twelve days as scent in the 
recovery. 

John McAvoy and thirteen other youths were kidnapped from 
Ireland and brought to Virginia Sevoral of the boys were 
recovered by their parents McAvoy was sold to Robert Carlile. 
and by him resold t a man in the Valley While in Urn service of 
the latter he married Frances Pritt, but returned to the Dull 
Pasture before his time was out. His owner came arid took him 
back. At length his wife went to where lie was, carrying her 
child, and the horning after tier arrival ■aim said she would have 
to go back. Pntt's master offered his servant a horse to take 
his wife a distance, but she refused the help, and the pair walked 
slowly out of the settlement Presently the wife tucked her cloak 
into her belt, took her child, and said to her companion, "Now put 
down your foot," He did put down his feet end continued doing so 
until after walking all day and the following night, they reached 
the Bull Pasture. McAvoy was not again disturbed, and later on 
became a resident of Both County, where It*? Wilson, Carpenter, 
Given and Townsend families had settled.

But It is hard to write it on paper and have it sound simple. 

In Historical Sketches of Pocahontas County, 1901, page 319, 
it mentions only two sisters Jane and Bancy and two brothers 
VI11 lam and John. But on page 409 In the Jacob Cassell history 
It mentions that his wife was a sister to Squire Hugh McLaughlin 
of Karlinton. 

In John McLaughlin’s will 1838 recorded in Pocahontas County, 
It mentions that he wanted "my friend and brother Hugh McLaughlin 
as executor of hie will.” 

In a land survey of Hugh McLaughlin's It mentions his name 
as Hugh McLaughlin, Jr. This is important because that might mean 
that their father could have been Hugh McLaughlin. 

In the late 1790's a Hugh McLaughlin and his brother James 
McLaughlin moved from Bath County, Va. to Lewlsburg and set up a 
bar. 


It may be that Hugh had the first four children to one wife 
and she died, then he later married another lady and had one 
child, Hugh McLaughlin. 


In any event I feel that Hugh McLaughlin, Sr. who lived In 
Lewlsburg, and had a bar, was the father to all five children 
listed below. I did not list him as a father on the family tree 
chart so as not to mislead anyone.

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SQUIRE HUGH MCGLAUGHLIN FAMILY HISTORY 


Squirt Hugh McLaughlin spent his early lire in part on 
Jackson River, Bath County. His wite was Nancy Gwmn, daughter 
of John Gwinn, Sr. and grand-daughter of John Bradshaw. 

Squire Hugh McLaughlin and Hugh McLaughlin (son of John 
McLaughlin who was in the Revolutionary War) were cousins and 
were intimately associated when they were young men. They 
married about the same time, jointly leased a piece ot land on 
Jacksons River, built a cabin and went to housekeeping. There 
was but one room. This room they divided between them and kept 
separate establishments. Squire McLaughllnW would often tell how 
an axe, maul, and wedge made up his original business capital, 
and how his housekeeping effects were carried by his young wife 
on a horse the day they went to themselves in their cabin home on 
leased land. 

Upon the expiration of the lease, early in the 1820's. 
Squire McLaughlii}% in the woods on Thomas Creek, and opened up 
lands that were later held by his son George H. McLaughlin. 

After residing a number of years near Dunmore, Squire 
McLaughlin located west of Huntersville where he prospered in 
business. Then he removed to Marlins Bottom,-where he died in 
1870, aged 69 years. Squire McLaughlin was a priminent citizen-- 
a member of the county court, a ruling Elder in the Presbyterian 
church. He acquired an immense landed estate--one of the most 
valuable in the county. His influence was largely in favor ot 
economical industry, good morals, and intelligent piety. His 
business sagacity was phenomenal, and he could see money where 
most others could not see anything worth looking tor.

1. Villlan McLaughlin - lived on the head of Jackson River; 
later settled on Thomas Creek, near Dunmore, W. 

He is the father of almost all Dunmore McLaughlins. 

Married Haney Vi ley around 1825. 

2. John McLaughlin - born about 1790, died 1838, 
married 8 March 1810 to Lucretla "Clarissa" Gregory. 

Settled on a place later owned by Allen T. Galford at the 
Mouth of Deer Creek. 

**3. Haney McLaughlin - born 1779 - died 1849 of nose bleed after 
crossing a fence. Married 18 Feb. 1805 to Jacob Cassell, Sr. 

Lived on Greenbrier River at Ca66ell Ford, 4 niles west of Green 
Bank, W. Their daughter Haney Cassell married her first cousin, 
Allen T. Galford. See Galford family history. SjUMjf /j-ty 

**4. Jane G. McLaughlin - born 1789, Married 31 Oct. 1811 to 
John Thomas Galford. Her son nsrrled fancy Cassell.

5. Hugh McLaughlin - born 1801, he was given the title of Squire. 

Vhich could have meant that he served on the County Court, ho also 
held much land in his time. 
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
